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MIS  MATCHED  NUMBERS 


Man  made  or  accidental?  You  be  the  judge. 

Many  currency  collectors  wonder  why  so  many  mis-matched  numbers  and  error  notes  con- 
tinue to  surface  and  enter  into  circulation. 

I suppose  the  obvi  ous  explanation  for  these  notes  would  be  classified  as  a mechanical 
malfunction  in  printing.  That  sound  and  seems  like  a logical  answer.  But  why,  in  this  age  of 
higher  mechanical  technology  in  all  fields  of  mechanical  ingenuity  does  it  continue  to  happen. 

As  two  registering  machines  are  used  in  printing  the  numbers  on  our  currency,  usually 
one  register  for  unknown  reasons  sticks  or  stops  registering,  therefore  the  sequence  of  both 
register  numbers  do  not  coincide. 

From  a layman's  observation  in  local  print  shops,  these  registers  have  a tendency  to 
accumulate  small  particles  of  paper  dust  from  the  continuous  use  of  the  high  speed  ma- 
chines. This  clogging  can  cause  a register  to  stop  or  stick,  much  to  the  delight  of  lucky 
recipients  of  these  error  notes. 

The  note  pictured  below  and  found  in  circulation  is  a horrible,  crude  example  of  a man 
made  mis-matched  note.  The  maker  should  be  expelled  from  participating  in  any  coin  or 
currency  activity.

YOUR  SECRETARY  REPORTS 

Once  again  here  is  my  annual  sermon  on  membership  dues  for  1977. 

The  deadline  date  for  1977  is  January  31st.  On  February  1st  all  unpaid  member  record 
cards  are  pulled  from  the  active  file.  Next,  printing  of  names  stickers  for  six  issues  of  the  Rag 
Picker. 

We  now  encounter  a new  problem  mailing  paid  membership  cards. 

We  cannot  enclose  and  mail  them  in  a 3rd  class  bulk  mailing. 

Consequently,  they  will  be  mailed  separately  with  other  mail  matter  via  first  class  mail. 

Now  as  delinquent  dues  payments  arrive  we  encounter,  still  another  problem.  Mailing  of 
back  issues  of  the  Rag  Picker  wili  require  first  class  postage.  (Third  class  bulk  must  go  no  less 
than  200  pieces)  We  therefore,  will  require  the  difference  in  postage  rates  be  paid  by  members 
remitting  after  February  1st.  We  cannot  assume  these  extra  charges  with  a low  yearly  member- 
ship dues  of  $6.00. 

For  1 977  we  are  going  to  attempt  getting  the  Rag  Picker  copy  to  the  printer  on  the  1 5th 
day  of  each  odd  numbered  month.  We  also  hope  to  mail  by  the  first  day  of  each  even  numbered 
month.  Closing  dates  - 15th  day  of  Jan.-March-May-July-September-November.  Mailing  dates- 
1st  day  of  February-April-June-August-October-December. 

Remember  delivery  of  the  Rag  Picker  by  THIRD  CLASS  MAI  L could  take  up  to  30  days  in 
some  states.  Some  states  deliver  within  1 0 days.  Before  requesting  non-delivery  please  wait  until 
at  least  30  days.  In  case  you  write  and  you  want  a reply  please  enclose  a 1 3 cent  stamp.  Since 
mailing  3rd  class  we  have  had  a rash  of  members  complaining  about  non-delivery  etc...  In  some 
cases  members  receiving  the  Rag  Picker  early  have  answered  ads  to  those  advertisers  receiving 
their  R.P.  at  a much  later  date.  !n  some  cases  we  delayed  answering,  knowng  that  eventually 
they  would  receive  the  R.P.  An  extra  mailing  of  a Rag  Picker  will  cost  us  from  80  cents  to 
$1 .00. . . . figuring  cost  of  printing  and  mailing  first  class 

We  also  would  like  your  co-operation  in  case  that  you  move,  please  notify  us  soon  as  possible, 
as  we  now  pay  25  cents  extra  to  have  your  Rag  Picker  forwarded  to  your  new  address,  in  case 
it  is  available  to  the  Postoffice.

A PROPOSAL  FOR  GRADING  PAPER  MONEY 

by  WILLIAM  P.  KOSTER 

The  hobby  of  collecting  paper  money  is  growing.  Many  newcomers  are  added  to  our 
fraternity  each  year.  With  that  growth,  we  need  a better,  more  specific  and  yet  easily  under- 
standable system  of  grading.  We  need  to  merge  together  the  best  features  of  the  kinds  of 
grading  systems  available  now  to  come  up  with  something  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
hobby. 

The  objectives  of  a revised  grading  system  would  be  several.  The  system  should  provide 
for  a clear  and  reasonably  concise  means  of  evaluating  currency.  It  should  encourage  a 
means  of  complete  description  which  would  permit  evaluation  in  terms  relative  to  the  stan- 
dard published  catalogs.  It  also  seems  important  that  the  system  should  be  such  as  to  permit 
the  neophyte  in  the  paper  currency  field  to  both  understand  grading  and  also  to  grade 
currency  properly. 

In  my  judgement,  such  a grading  system  would  consist  of  three  elements: 

1 . Verbal  description 

2.  Numerical  rating  of  grading 

3.  Provision  for  comment  on  modifications  to  grading  such  as 
tears,  paper  flaws,  as  well  as  other  types  of  defects  or  con- 
ditions not  covered  in  a verbal  or  numerical  grading. 

The  verbal  description  part  of  the  grading  system  would  be  similar  to  that  currently  in 
use  in  standard  paper  money  catalogues.  It  might  be  possible,  however,  to  make  the  des- 
criptions more  concise  or  specific  in  order  to  reduce  the  possibilities  of  accidental  rnis- 
grading. 

The  numerical  aspects  of  grading  can  be  quite  important  to  the  overall  grading  system 
and  I think  warrant  some  discussion  at  this  point.  From  an  overall  concept,  I favor  the 
0-100  basis  for  grading  currenty.  I realize  that  this  is  in  conflict  with  the  0-70  basis  now 
coming  into  use  for  coins.  I would  like,  however,  to  try  to  justify  my  position.  Admittedly, 
there  are  many  grading  systems  in  use  which  incorporate  a basis  other  than  0-1  00.  In  acad- 
emics, for  example,  4.0  is  considered  a perfect  test  score.  Scholastic  aptitude  tests  have,  for 
many  years,  used  a value  of  800  as  a perfect  test  score.  And  there  are  many  other.  All  of 
these,  however,  relate  to  performance  in  a particular  task  covering  particular  material  but 
do  not  relate  to  degrees  of  perfection.  In  the  case  of  grading  paper  money  (and  for  that  mat- 
ter, coins),  we  are  trying  to  compare  the  condition  of  the  item  being  graded  to  a state  of 
perfection.  For  this  reason,  I feel  that  the  value  of  100  is  the  logical  choice  for  describ- 
ing the  nominal  state  of  perfection  for  a given  paper  currency  item. 

More  controversial,  however,  is  the  next  point.  I feel  that  the  grade  of  100  should  be  assign- 
ed to  notes  having  the  average  degree  of  perfection  which  was  typical  of  production  at  the 
time  the  note  was  printed.  This  level  of  100  would  I believe,  correspond  to  the  "new”  con- 
ditions listed  currently  in  the  various  paper  money  catalogues.  In  the  case  of  small  size 
currency,  new  notes  graded  at  100  would  be  without  flaws  and  would  be  reasonably  well 
centered.  In  the  case  of  First  Charter  National  Bank  Notes,  a new  note,  graded  as  100, 
might  have  less  than  optimum  centering,  evidence  of  overinking  or  underinking,  smudges  of 
red  ink  from  serial  numbers  or  seal  on  the  back  of  the  note,  a transfer  from  the  wet  sheet 
underneath  it  which  had  occurred  in  printing,  etc.  In  other  words,  there  are  generally 
found  in  early  notes  a number  of  minor  flaws  which  nevertheless  are  typical  of  the  "new” 
condition  of  such  notes.  Carrying  this  logic  a bit  further,  superb  and  gem  notes  of  these 
early  types  which  generally  command  a permium  value  above  catalogue  listing  of  NEW, 
would  have  a grading  above  the  level  of  100.  In  describing  a note  in  this  condition,  i.e., 

GEM  or  SUPERB,  to  which  a grading  value  in  excess  of  100  is  assigned,  the  grader  would 
mention  the  condition  or  conditions  which  justify  claims  to  this  grade. 

Modifications  to  the  verbal  description  of  grading  should  be  provided  for  specific 
kinds  of  defects  not  covered  by  a general  grading  description.  Such  things  as  tears, 
flaws  in  the  paper,  stains,  and  other  specific  features  not  necessarily  a part  of  general 
circulation  should  be  covered  as  part  of  the  complete  description. 

With  the  above  thoughts  in  mind,  I am  proposing  a grading  system  something  like  the 
following: 

130  SUPERB,  GEM:  This  category  is  reserved  for 
1 20  notes  whose  quality  exceeds  that  which  is 

1 10  typical  of  the  era  in  which  the  note  was  printed.  The  condition  is  generally  applicable 
only  to  notes  printed  before  1890  (except  in  the  case  of  centering)  and  would  des- 
cribe notes  perfectly  printed,  well  centered,  with  a good  impression  of  serial  num- 
bers, bright  signatures  in  the  case  of  National  Bank  Notes,  etc.  The  gem  category 
would  only  be  used  for  notes  which  clearly  exceed  the  then-current  production 
standards.  When  the  gem  category  is  specified,  with  a numerical  rating  in  excess  of 
100,  that  quality  which  caused  the  note  to  be  graded  as  a gem  should  also  be  indica- 
ted in  the  description. 
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100  NEW  (or  CR  ISP  UNCi  RCU LATE D) : A new  note  is  one  which  is  in  the  average  con- 
dition in  which  it  was  distributed  by  the  Treasury  Department.  Issues  since  1890  or 
so  would  be  generally  free  of  defects  and  have  reasonable  centering.  An  exception  to 
this  might  be  in  the  case  of  the  hand  trimmed  National  Bank  Notes  in  which  case  an 
otherwise  new  note  which  was  unusually  well  trimmed  might  rate  a better  grade.  Con- 
sidering 1870  production,  however,  poor  centering  or  close  trimming,  an  occasional 
grain  in  the  paper,  a red  smear  on  the  back  of  the  note  from  the  wet  seal  or  charter 
number  of  the  note  underneath,  would  all  be  included  as  possible  typical  defects  but 
still  permit  the  note  to  be  otherwise  defined  as  new.  This  describes  the  average  new 
note.  A new  note  would  contain  no  pin  holes  and  must  be  free  of  folds,  counting 
creases  and  even  the  faintest  sign  of  aging. 

95  UNCIRCULATED:  In  current  practice,  it  seems  to  me  that  uncirculated  defines  a 
condition  distinguishable  from  new.  It  describes  a note  which  never  saw  circulation, 
but  which  may  have  a teller's  crease  from  counting  or  a pin  hole  or  two,  or  in  gen- 
eral, very  faint  signs  of  handling.  An  uncirculated  note  is  just  a trace  lower  than  a 
new  note  in  quality.  It  would  contain  no  folds,  wrinkles,  or  stains.  In  come  cases, 
notes  which  might  otherwise  be  graded  as  new  should  be  downgraded  a bit  because 
of  a general  glazing  over  the  surface  resulting  simply  from  sliding  in  and  out  of 
holders  over  a period  of  many  years.  There  are  a variety  of  conditions  often  found 
in  currency  which  downgrades  the  note  slightly  from  "new”,  but  nevertheless 
which  do  not  represent  a series  detraction  in  quality. 

90  ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED:  An  about  uncirculated  note  describes  to  me  a note  which 
has  all  of  the  color  and  brightness  of  a new  note,  but  which  may  have  a faint  center 
fold,  traces  of  corner  folds,  or  more  than  one  or  two  counting  creases.  An  "about 
uncirculated"  note  would  be  altogether  crisp,  but  with  these  moderate  signs  of  handling. 

85  XF-AU:  This  condition  would  be  completely  crisp  and  bright  with  the  possibility  of 
faint  folds  visible  by  holding  the  note  up  to  transmitted  light. 

80  EXTREMELY  FINE:  An  extremely  fine  note  has  positive  evidence  of  circulation,  but 
75  is  still  bright  and  retains  much  crispness.  Folding  is  still  minor.  Discoloration  other 
70  than  very  minor  stains  would  not  be  permitted  in  this  grade. 

65  VF-XF:  These  notes  may  have  vertical  folds,  but  not  so  heavy  as  to  break  the  ink  in 
60  the  surface  of  the  note.  Brightness  and  some  crispness  is  usually  retained. 

55  VERY  FINE:  A very  fine  note  has  seen  moderate  circulation.  The  paper  is  well  creas- 

50  ed  and  flexed.  The  note  retains  brightness  of  the  ink  and  possibly  even  a trace  of 

45  crispness  is  present  in  the  paper.  Folding  might  be  present  in  a very  fine  note  to  the 
extent  that  just  a bit  of  ink  is  broken  at  the  surface  of  one  or  two  creases.  Anything 
more  pronounced  in  the  way  of  ink  breakthrough  would  lower  the  grade.  Some 
light  soiling  would  also  be  permissable  as  might  be  slight  wear  at  the  edges  and  the 
corners.  A note  with  significant  local  staining  or  spotting  cannot,  however,  be  classed 
as  VF. 

40  F-VF:  The  F-VF  category  is  reserved  for  notes  which  are  more  heavily  creased  in  the 
35  VF  category,  but  which  still  retain  a bright  appearance.  Similarly,  notes  which  are 
not  heavily  worn  but  which  are  discolored  through  aging,  spots  and  staining  would 
be  depressed  from  the  VF  category  to  perhaps  this  one. 

30  FINE:  Fine  notes  have  seen  considerable  use  and  may  have  prominent  folds  and  mo- 
25  derate,  but  hopefully  uniform  soiling.  Ink  will  be  broken  at  main  folds  but  all  of  the 
20  features  of  the  design  will  be  distinguishable. 

1 5 VERY  GOOD:  These  notes  will  exhibit  a lot  of  wear  and  soil,  but  will  be  intact. 

There  will  be  no  missing  pieces  and  no  major  tears.  Although  minor  tears  in  the 
margin  are  frequently  found  in  very  good  notes.  Localized  wear,  or  staining  would 
suggest  a still  lower  grade. 

10  GOOD:  Good  notes  are  generally  intact,  but  have  been  very  well  circulated.  Al- 
though a good  note  may  be  somewhat  faded  or  soiled  due  to  extensive  circulation, 
all  the  features  of  the  design  will  be  ledgible. 

5 FAIR:  A fair  note,  not  generally  considered  as  a collectable  item,  is  one  which  could 
generally  be  identified  as  to  the  type  or  series  but  which  is  very  soiled,  or  which  has 
been  extensively  mended,  etc. 

The  above  comments  summarize  some  impressions  on  what  might  be  an  appropriate  system 
for  grading  paper  money.  I feel  very  strongly  that  the  0 1 00  system  with  grades  in  excess  of 
100  for  defining  "super"  notes  is  an  appropriate  numerical  approach.  Among  other  things, 
it  permits  some  kind  of  reasonable  correlation  to  values  of  notes  as  indicated  in  catalogues. 

The  verbal  descriptions  listed  above  certainly  can  be  improved  and  made  both  complete 
and  more  concise.  I would  like  to  see  a commonality  of  understanding  reached  in  this  sub- 
ject area  so  that  guides  for  grading  can  be  published  in  appropriate  currency  journals.

As  previously  promised,  the  subject  this  issue  is  on  Favoritism  in  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banks.  Certainly  not  a new  topic.  It's  been  argued  about  for  years.  Many  paper  money 
specialists  have  seen  circumstantial  evidence,  but  little  proof. 

No  one  has  submitted,  as  a result  of  my  Rag  Picker  Questionnaire,  first-hand  infor- 
mation about  receiving  low  serial  numbers  of  New  Issues  from  inside  contacts.  But 
that  doesn't  mean  that  whatever  favoritism  exists  remains  insignificant. 

The  late  Harry  Coleman,  nationally  known  authority  and  dealer  in  paper,  brought 
up  this  subject  in  what  turned  out  to  be  his  last  column.  He  alleged  that  the  bank 
officials,  by  common  practice,  were  always  prepared  to  set  aside  and  sort  for  low 
numbers. 

More  recently,  Nathan  Goldstein  II  wrote  a provocative  column  on  long-term 
favoritism.  He  made  clear  that  he  was  not  suggesting  that  anything  dishonest  was  occur- 
ring, just  his  desire  for  the  District  Banks  to  give  collectors  an  even  break. 

A month  after  Goldstein's  column  appeared  in  Coin  World,  a rebuttal  came  from  a 
manager  at  the  Atlanta  FRB.  While  saying  that  he  naturally  cannot  speak  for  all  offi- 
cials at  every  bank  and  branch,  he  stated  that  desirable  notes  are  not  reserved  for 
the  benefit  of  any  insider  or  friend  of  that  district. 

But  this  manager  DID  admit  that  some  notes  are  held  out  for  "display  purposes" 
in  their  Monetary  Museum.  He  cited  such  attractive  serials  as  00000001,  00000002, 
00001776,  and  00001976  of  the  Bicentennial  $2  notes  being  held.  What  that  ob- 
viously means  is  that  the  handlers  DO  take  the  time  to  specially  open  and  sort 
Brick  No.  1 from  the  BEP  presses.  The  manager  went  on  to  say  that  the  other 
low-number  notes  will  be  MIXED  with  notes  of  ordinary  numbers  and  then  paid  out 
at  random. 

The  saga  continued  last  summer  when  Chuck  O'Donnell  had  the  revealing  news 
that  there  were  absolutely  no  reports  of  any  serial  in  the  1976  deuces  with  more  than 
four  zeroes  from  any  DISTRICT!  O'Donnell  reasoned  that  "all  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banks  get  upset  when  accused  of  any  hanky-panky;  but  when  10,000  new  $2  notes 
produce  a NO  SHOW  IN  ALL  TWELVE  DISTRICTS  — somethings  gotta  be  wrong 
somewhere." 

How  often  do  you  see  low  serial  notes  advertised?  Rarely!  Sometimes  a dealer  will 
acquire  a pad  of  serials  No.  1-100  second  or  third  hand.  But  not  on  a regular  basis. 
Whoever  gets  them  first  hand  doesn't  advertise.  Years  may  go  by  before  a group  of 
low  or  novel  serials  eventually  surface  in  an  estate  auction. 

I don't  collect  low  serials.  Wouldn't  know  who  to  go  to  in  my  Cleveland  District 
even  if  I did!  Anyway,  it's-  a stimulating  subject  and  if  someone  has  a true  story  or 
two,  pass  it  along.  If  you  prefer,  I'll  withhold  names  and  places. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal  has  joined  the  list  of  newspapers  covering  the  controver- 
sial status  of  the  1976  $2  FRN.  Except  their  reporter  went  into  more  logical  detail 
than  most  other  articles  and  editorials  I've  seen.  The  reporter  presented  Treasury 
Secretary  Simon's  prior  and  current  viewpoints,  both  the  large  and  small  retailers' 
comments,  and  the  public's.  If  your  library  has  back  issues,  it  appeared  January  5th 
Or  send  20  cents  (stamps  OK)  plus  a SASE  for  a photocopy  of  the  article  from 
myself.

Inasmuch 
as  there  will  be  nothing  more  than  a business  meeting  at  the  P.M.C.M.  meeting  of  the 
A.N.A.  in  Atlanta,  all  members  were  invited  to  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County's 
annual  meeting. 

Dr.  Aspen  reported  that  a display  of  two  frames  will  be  presented  to  the  South- 
east National  Bank  during  the  next  week  or  so.  This  is  a two-frame  exhibit  of  Con- 
federate Notes  and  Fractional  Currency  with  Bank  of  Chester  County  checks  which 
is  given  as  a perpetual  gift  on  behalf  of  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County  for 
the  Bicentennial  year  of  1976  This  is  to  be  presented  to  the  bank  in  appreciation 
for  their  coperation  with  availability  of  their  facilities  for  syngraphic  displays 
throughout  the  year  and  most  especially  during  National  Coin  Week. 

Dr.  Aspen  next  discussed  "A  System  of  Grading”.  A copy  will  be  sent  to  each 
member  with  the  monthly  minutes  and  members  are  urged  to  critically  evaluate 
this  system.
